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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants have directed the Examiner's attention to the specification, page 47, Example 1 for support of the 
limitation added to claim 3, rejected under 112, 1st New Matter Rejection. The Examiner has reviewed this citation and notes the citation is 
not commensurate with the language of the claim. The last full sentence on page 47 of the specification notes peaks of Markers II and III 
showed higher expression levels on average among specimens from cancer patients when compared to controls while the remaining 
peaks, I, IV, V and VII demonstrated the inverse expression pattern. This is in contrast to the language within claim 3, wherein the increase 
of the selected markers and the decrease of the selected markers are not compared or correlated to any control levels. The claim cites the 
need of only an increase or a decrease in order to indicate ovarian cancer. It seems the specification requires both the increase and 
decrease of markers opposed to controls in order for ovarian cancer assessment. Moreover, the proposed amendment to the claims to 
delete "known" and replace with "additional" would not preclude the art rejections. 
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
